Union Hotel Building Burned in a Mys¬ 
terious Manner—E. Mantegazza Loses 
His Life By Suffocation 


About 1:15 o’clock last Monday 
morning a mysterious fire broke out 
in the Union Hotel, on Grand avenue, 
between Cypress and Linden. While 
Nightwatchman W. I*. Acheson was 
on his rounds at that time he heard 
some one yelling fire. He was on 
Linden avenue. He immediately 
investigated the cause of the yell¬ 
ing by running to the corner 
of ■ Linden and Grand avenues. He 
saw no one on the street, but continued 
down Grand avenue. When he got in 
front of the Union Hotel he discovered 
smoke issuing from the front of the 
building. He shouted loudly and 
aroused the neighborhood, and in a 
very short time many volunteers re¬ 
sponded. 

The tire bell in the Linden avenue 
hose house was rung and more citizens 
responded. A couple of streams of 
water was soon being played upon the 
fire, i 

Dr. H. G. Plymire, who appeared 
early on the scene, did some rapid and 
splendid work by bringing the upper 
Grand avenue and upper Linden ave¬ 
nue hose carts to the fire with his au¬ 
tomobile. He then rushed his machine 
to the Western Meat Company’s plant 
and obtained more hose and nozzles. 
In a few minutes six streams of water 
were in action. 

Great credit is due the volunteer fire¬ 
men of this city, under the orders of 
File Chief H. W. Kneese, for their 
splendid work in confining the flames 
to the hotel building. It took about 
three hours to get the fire under con¬ 
trol. 

All the sleepers in the hotel were 
aroused and escaped, with one excep¬ 
tion—E. Mantegazzi, a local clothing 
man—whose body was later found on 
the floor of his room. 

The building was totally destroyed. 
It was insured for $7500. 


CORONER S INQUEST. 

An inquest to investigate the cause 
of the death of E. Mantegazza, whose 
body was found lying on the floor of 
his room after the Union Hotel fire 
had been .got under control, was held 
by Dr. H. G. Plymire, coroner for San 
Mateo county, on last Tuesday even¬ 
ing in the city hall. Coroner Plymire 
was assisted in the questioning of wit¬ 
nesses by District Attorney Bullock, 
Fire Adjuster Win Maris of San Fran¬ 
cisco, and E. E. Cunningham, local 
insurance agent.

REVENUE CUTTER 
PERRY ABANDONED 

Strikes Reef and is Total Loss 
But Crew Escapes 

The Perry, one of the oldest and 
smallest of the revenue cutter fleet, 
lies a total wreck in Behring sea, but 
no lives were lost. 

Carrying half a hundred officers and 
men, the Perry ran ashore on July 
26th at Tonki Point, on the east side 
of St. Paul island, one of the Pribylov 
group. The men have been distributed 
among the other craft that guard the 
seal herds, and perform other duties 
in those waters. 

Little Vessel Abandoned. 

News of the loss of the Perry was 
telegraphed to the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment by Capt. Foley, the senior of¬ 
ficer of the Behring sea fleet. In his 
dispatch he reported that the vessel 
filled with water, and that there were 
no wrecking appliances in the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

Captain Foley visited the wreck, or¬ 
dered her stripped and abandoned and 
her complement distributed to other 
vessels. The Perry was commanded 
by Captain Haake, and carried fifty 
officers and men. Captain Haake has 
been assigned as an aid to Captain 
Foley. Dispatches concerning the ac¬ 
cident were sent from the revenue fit¬ 
ter Talioma by way of Nome, AlasKa. 
The scene of the wreck is a danger¬ 
ous locality, as a reef projects about 
one and a half miles off shore. 

News of the loss of the Perry was 
sent by wireless to Nome and thence 
to Washington. The steamer Senator, 
which arrived at Nome, picked up 
some of the Tahoma’s wireless mes¬ 
sage. The Perry’s officers and men 
were taken on the cutters Manning 
and Tahoma. The Tahoma has a prize 
in tow, a Japanese schooner seized off 
the coast of the rookeries for violation 
of the sealing laws. It is supposed 
that the Manning and Tahoma are 
steaming to Valdez. 

Most of the Perry’s officers’ wives 
and families are spending the summer 
at Long Beach, Cal., where they had 
intended to wait until the return of 
the cutter next October. 


T6rs£y Central Railroad station at Jer¬ 
sey City on Saturday night, somebody 
walked off with his suit case which 
he had left unguarded beside his seat 
in the waiting room. The suit case 
contained articles valued at $150. 
Power is on his way to Quebec as a 
delegate to the Knights of Columbus 
convention. 

At least eighteen negroes were 
killed in a racial clash in the extreme 
eastern section of Anderson county, 
Texas, the culmination of an enmity 
between the races brewing for several 
weeks. Less conservative reports 
place the total fatalities at between 
thirty and forty. It was also reported 
that several white men were either 
killed or wounded, but all rumors as 
to casualties among the whites have 
met an authoritative denial. 

Unusual activity of the volcano Ki- 
lauea is reported from Honolulu. The 
so-called “fire lake” is twice its usual 
size. There is much rumbling and a 
series of explosions indicate intense 
activity in the center of the big vol¬ 
cano.

KENDALL FAMILY GRIPPEN CAPTURED 
‘ KILLEDON RANCH 0N M0NTR0SE 

Japanese or Former Hired Man Accused Dentist and Companion 
Under Suspicion ' Arrested Near Quebec 


That Thomas A. Kendall and his 
parents, Enoch and Eura, were mur¬ 
dered and their bodies cremated in a 
cabin on the Starbuck ranch near 
C azadero, is the belief of Assistant 
District Attorney G. W. Hoyle of So¬ 
noma county and Sheriff Jack Smith, 
•who hare begun an investigation of 
the disappearance of the family. 

The suspicion that a triple murder 
had been committed was strengthened 
when the officers, in a search of the 
ranch, found bones that, upon exami¬ 
nation, were found to have been parts 
of human bodies. Jawbones with the 
teeth intact were discovered in a 
stove in a garden at the ranch where 
the Kendalls lived. A gold band ring, 
with the initials “T. A. K.” was also 
found. Spectacles and other articles 
belonging to Mrs. Kendall were found 
in t£e ashes. 

While no arrests have been made. 
Sheriff Smith is making a search for 
some Japanese who were formerly em¬ 
ployed near the Kendall home. 

Eody Found Later. 

With the finding of the charred 
trunk of the body of Mrs. Eura Ken¬ 
dall in a canyon half a mile north¬ 
east of the Starbuck ranch, unmis¬ 
takable evidence of the fact that mur¬ 
der had been committed was discov¬ 
ered, and until the ghastly find was 
j made there was only a suspicion of 
murder. 

Sheriff Jack Smith is positive that 
all three members of the family were 
hacked to pieces by one of the Jap¬ 
anese wood choppers who were work¬ 
ing on a portion of the ranch. He is 
sure the three bodies were hacked to 
pieces with an ax found in an out¬ 
house on the ranch. 

Attempts to Burn Bodies. 

Smith has found unmistakable evi¬ 
dence that attempts were made to 
cremate all of the bodies. The at¬ 
tempt failed entirely. The larger por¬ 
tions of the bodies, he believes, were 
carried off into the canyons of the 
Red Oat mountains, where today a 
portion of Mrs. Kendall’s body was 
found. 

Arrest of Japanese. 

Charles Enove, a Japanese laundry 
man one time employed on the Star- 
buck ranch at Cazadero, has been 
taken to jail in Santa Rosa. He is 
known to have been a great friend 
of Yamaguchi, the suspected murderer 
of the Kendall family, and in his 
house Yamaguchi spent Sunday night, 
July 24th, the day after the killing 
of the three people. He may be able 
to throw some light upon the hiding 
place of Yamaguchi. Hence he is be¬ 
ing detained. 

Japs May Be Innocent. 

A new possibility was evolved 
through the statement made by At¬ 
torney Henry L. Alelander, who acted 
as legal advisor for Kendall in the pro¬ 
ceedings which were taken last July 
by Mrs. Starbuck for the purpose of 
ousting him from the ranch. Accord¬ 
ing to the attorney, suspicion should 
not be directed against the Japanese, 
who, he said, were most friendly with 
the Kendalls, but that search should 
be made for a former hired man, who 
left the ranch in anger last year after 
a violent quarrel with Thomas Ken¬ 
dall. Threats against Thomas Ken¬ 
dall are also alleged by the lawyer to 
have been uttered by Mrs. Starbuck. 

Population of Alameda County. 

That Oakland has succeeded in 
boosting herself into a city of the 150,- 
000 class is evidenced by information 
received from Washington, D. C., 
which places the new census for the 
city at 150,196, showing an increase 
of 83,236 over the census of 1900. 
According to the estimate of the 
Chamber of Commerce the city has 
been claiming a population of 325,000 
for a radius of ten miles from its 
center, whereas the census returns 
show that the population of Alameda 
county is but 246,152. The returns 
show that the population of Berkeley 
numbers 40,448, a gain of 27,234 over 
the census of 1900. Alameda is placed 
at 23,366, showing a gain of 6902 over 
the last census. 

Declares Mrs. Mello Insane. 

The Coroner's jury at the inquest 
over the remains of the four Mello 
children, who were drowned by Mrs. 
J. M. Mello on Saturday last, returned 
a verdict charging her with murder, 
committed while insane. Sheriff Veale 
was present with the mother, who, 
during the proceedings, displayed no 
emotion. was taken to the Coun¬ 

ty Hospital to await examination by a 


Dr. Hawley Harvey Crippen and 
Claire Leneve, his stenographer, who 
: fled from London after the disappear- 
i ance of Belle Elmore, the doctor’s 
wife, were arrested aboard the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific liner Montrose, at Father 
Point, near Quebec, at the command 
of Inspector Dew of Scotland Yard. 

The identification of the long-sought 
fugitive on the fo-.-lound steamer by 
I the English detective who had raced 
i across the Atlantic ahead of the Mont¬ 
rose, marked the culmination of one 
of the most sensational flights in re¬ 
cent criminal annals. Accompanied 
! by Canadian officers, Dew boarded the 
vessel at 8:30 o’clock in the morning, 
and fifteen minutes later both man 
tnd girl were locked in their state¬ 
rooms, Crippen, broken in spirit, but 
mentally relieved by the relaxed ten¬ 
sion; the girl, garbed in boy’s clothes, 
sobbing hysterically. They were no 
longer the “Rev. John Robinson and 
son,” as booked from Antwerp on July 
20th. 

After a brief delay the Montrose 
continued her 160-tnile journey up the 
river toward Quebec, where jail await¬ 
ed the pair. Crippen is charged with 
' the murder of an unknown woman, be¬ 
lieved to have been his actress wife. 
The girl is held as an accessory. In 
charge of Inspector Dew they will be 
taken back to England for trial on the 
Royal Line steamship Royal George, 
leaving Quebec- on Thursday next. 

CHARLTON DECLARED INSANE 

Wife Slayer Declared a Lunatic by 
Experts. 

Porter Charlton, held in New York 
for the Italian authorities for his con¬ 
fessed slaying of his wife, will not 
leave prison a free man. If he is re¬ 
leased at all, he will be taken from 
his cell before September 20th, and 
then only to be placed in an insane 
asylum. This assertion was made by 
Charltofl’s lawyer, Edwin F. Smith. 

Gustavo di Rosa, the Italian Consul, 
declared emphatically that his Gov¬ 
ernment had made the necessary steps 
looking toward Charlton’s extradition, 
despite reports from Washington that 
Italy had made no formal demand. He 
said: “Italy has done her part. We 
will submit our evidence to the Court 
here, and ask that he be extradited. 
His country’s laws protect an insane 
man, and if Charlton is insane, that 
ends it. I think the courts here will 
see that justice is not defeated.” 

Charlton’s counsel said: “Counsel 
of both sides have agreed to postpone 
the hearing scheduled for August 11th 
until September 20th. Four alienists 
engaged by Judge Charlton have re¬ 
ported that Porter is hopelessly In¬ 
sane, and not responsible. If the Court 
elects to accept this diagnosis of his 
: mental condition, Charlton cannot be 
proceeded against. He cannot be ex¬ 
tradited, and he cannot be tried. Ife 
will be confined in an institution.” 

New State School Book.

H, D. Loveland and E. A. Aigellinger 
will address the citizens of San Bruno ' 
next Wednesday evening under tlie 
auspices of the republican club. This 
will be the last rally previous to the 
primary election. A great turnout of 
the people from all sections is assured 
and the rally will be the greatest ever 
givendn San Mateo county. The cam- j 
mittee lias left nothing undone to ac-1 
complish this purpose. Delegations j 
from Vista Grande headed by tiie Vis¬ 
ta Grande brass band have chartered 
electric cars for the occasion. The South j 
San Francisco enthusiasts have also sent i 


in their order for special cars. The la¬ 
dies from both places will also enjoy 
the ride and accompany their hus¬ 
bands and sweethearts to listen to the 
addresses of Congressman Hayes, and 
Col. H. D. Loveland and E. H. Aigel- 
tinger, candidates for the republican 
nomination for railroad commissioner, 
and all candidates for county and 
township offices. Ice cream and cake 
will be served to all, and possibly a 
dance. As Colonel Roosevelt would 
express it, a “bully” good time is in 
store for all who attend. A general in¬ 
vitation is extended to every one. 

Gus Schumacher, one of the party 
of eight who tried the Utopian plan 
of colonization last spring, near 
Ukiah, is at home in San Bruno, a 
much sadder if not a wiser man. He 
blames the failure to the scheming 
machinations of the organizer. How¬ 
ever, Gus is raising a crop of whiskers 
so the next fellow won’t take him for 
an easy mark. 

Contractor R. S. K. MacMillan and 
E. M. A. Pallas of (he San Bruno 
Lumber Co., in answer to the allega¬ 
tions made in the San Bruno corre¬ 
spondence published in The Enter¬ 
prise last week that deficient material 
was being used in the construction of 
(lie new school at San Bruno, stated 
on Thursday that first class material 
was being used in the building and 
denied that any of it was deficient. It 
is the duty of the school board to in¬ 
vestigate this matter thoroughly. 

Among tHe candidates who are gain¬ 
ing favor every day among the voters 
is Col. H. 1). Loveland for railroad 
commissioner. Mr. Loveland was ap¬ 
pointed two years ago to fill a vacancy 
on the board by Governor Gillett, and 
lias during that short space of time 
lifted tlie duties from a sinecure posi¬ 
tion to one of hard, practical work.

For eight years 
he held tlie position of traffic manager 
af the Pacific Coast Jobbers and Man¬ 
ufacturers Association, whose object 
is to secure just rates from the railroads 
and eliminate discrimination tit fa¬ 
vored shippers. Since his appoint¬ 
ment he lias been eminently success¬ 
ful in abating many of the unjust and 
unwarranted transportation ciiarges. 
He is recommended by all heavy ship¬ 


pers as the most logical candidate, for 
his knowledge in dealing with trans¬ 
portation lias been gained by years of 
close scrutiny. Plis judicial knowl¬ 
edge places him on a plane of exacti¬ 
tude. Fully conversant with the law, 
his keen perception is directed in the 
most effective channels where equity 
is dealt to all alike. For years ship¬ 
pers complained of the charge of $2.50 
a car for switching. The slate toll of 5 
cents per ton for every ton of freight 
arriving in San Francisco and the rail¬ 
roads collecting and retaining the 
same. Col. Loveland fought these un¬ 
just charges, and was successful in 
saving the shippers and ultimately 
the consumers hundreds of thousands 
of dollars every year. Many more un¬ 
reasonable demands from transporta¬ 
tion companies are now eliminated, 
and many more are before the board 
for adjudication. Col. Loveland’s ex¬ 
perience, his judicial learning, his 
fearlessness, which are well-known, 
should not be overlooked by the voter 
wishing to retain a good servant in of¬ 
fice at the primary election.

At the start of my campaign for the 
republican nomination for the office of 
county recorder, I decided not to in¬ 
dulge in personalities, but the fightj 
that is being waged against me by the 
present recorder, J. F. Johnston, has 
forced me, in justice to myself and the 
public in general, to make a few state¬ 
ments. 

Up to the time that I announced my 
candidacy, Mr. Johnston and I were 
good friends, 1 believe. When I came 
out in opposition to Mr. Johnston for 
the republican nomination, he very po¬ 
litely asked me to withdraw, that I 
was making a big mistake, and that 
he would like to hold the position only 
four years more. Very naturally I did 
not pull out of the fight, feeiing that I 
had a right to run for office as well as 
any other American citizen. 

Shortly afterwards, Mr. Johnston 
rushed into print with tlie statement 
that owing to ill-health, etc., and that 
because he had held office in this county 
for twenty-six years, he was to retire 
from active politics, and would not 
again be a candidate for office. Few of 
the old voters of the county believed 
that he would retire, as it is a matter 
of political history in San Mateo county 
that Mr. Johnston has retired before 
when he doubted his chances for re- 
election.

Or does lie still 
wish to be a party to the emoluments 
and patronage that go witli the re¬ 
corder’s job?. Why is lie so anxious to 
beat me, when he has so often com¬ 
plained about not making a living out 
of the office? Whose fault is it? Does 
the public know that during the last 
five years alone the county has allowed 
him (part of it illegally) the sum of 
twenty-one thousand one hundred dol¬ 
lars with which to conduct his office? 
Does the public know that books and 
stationery were purchased by him with 
the county’s money, from a single drug 
firm in this town, amounting to thou¬ 
sands of dollars, without getting a bid 
from any others or an attempt made to 
see what prices could be secured from 
other concerns in the county ? 

The recorder’s office uses an average 
of $75 worth of stationery and books 
per month, and if I am elected all 
stationery purchased by me will be sub¬ 
ject to bid, and the concern furnishing 
the lowest and best bid will furnish 
the goods, thus saving the county a 
neat sum each year. 

If Mr. Johnston has retired from 
politics, why has lie offered money to 
different persons to help defeat me. 

I have no money back of me, nor is 
any combination making my fight. If 
I am fortunate enough to be elected, I 
shall go into office as the servant of the 
whole people, free to do as I see fit in 
the discharge of my duties, without 
any outside or inside interference 
whatever. I have made no political 
promises or alliances, and am doing 
my best to make a clean and open fight.
